grating over the Canadian Pacific, and do 
not stop until they reach Dakota or Mon- 
tana. 
Business and property is being 


seriously affected in Manitoba, but what 
is their loss is our gain. 


The leading railroads in the Northwest 


have been fighting for the privilege of 
carrying freight to the Black Hills. 
No 


less than four roads are now pointed to 
this land made famous by the death of 
our gallant Ouster, as well as by its min- 
eral wealth, but none of them get nearer 


will do,when they think they have 


done something smart. 


We no longer hear the ring of the axe 


in the forests of Minnesota. More than 
enough timber has been cut and is now 
waiting at the head of the streams to 
float down when the spring break up 
comes. The logging camps have pulled 
up, and the men who found employment 
in the pineries are waiting for spring to 
open so they can get work on farms. 
Many of them have land claims, and will 
ommence to work on these, they can then 
oniply with the requirements of the law 
nd prove up. It is in this way the poor 
settler has to financier in order to get bis 


ttle home in shape to support himself 
nd family.

But only u slight acquaintance with the 
topography of this section will show that 
the Hills, like ancient baronial halls are 
surrounded with moats formed by nature, 


eep and dangerous, and giving the name 
f Mauvais Terres, or "bad lands," to it. 
'he soil is good, but owing to the fre- 
uency of these moats or canyons it is 
liflicult to travel over the place, and 
ailroad building would be very expensive, 
nd even with the aid of modern en«i- 
eering, traveling a road built through 
hese bad lands would be more or less 
langerous, especially in the spring when 
he water rushes down the canyons in 
orrents. sweeping everything before it. 
Stock raising is followed extensively in 
his country, and the introduction of Nor- 
man stallions for crossing with the Indian 
mustang has been successfully carried 
out, and it is believed that the coming 
iorse will combine the strength and bone

WOMAN IN THE HONOE LIST. 


Perhaps the most significant indication 


f the influence of modern ideas that has 
een given at all is the announcement 
iat the University of Oxford has form- 
lly admitted women to tbe examinations, 
nd by consequence to a place in the 
onor list. Twenty years ago such a step 
s this would have been not merely im- 
ossible, but preposterous. 
It would 


ot hive been discussed seriously by tbe 
uthorities or flie public. 
But now the 


^ngregation meets and gravely deliber- 
tes over the proposition to admit women 
o the examination on equal terms ; and 
otwithstandtng the advancement of all 
ie old-fashioned objections,notwithstand- 
ig the airing of the staple predictions of 
vil, the statute was adopted, and to-day 
ie great change is in operation. Curioiis- 


enough, the Oxford Congregation made 


iis important concession at about the 
ame time that the name of Miss Octavia 
[ill was rejected as a member of the 
•oyal Commission on the housing of the 
oor, for no conceivable reason other 
tan her sex. 
There is no doubt that she 


nderstands the question better than any 


man in the United Kingdom, but unfor- 
unately she is a womau, and so in a 
ountry where another woman reigns, 
liss Hill is ineligible to sit on a Royal 
lommission. 


The action of Oxford is a sharp rebuke 


o that kind of old-fogyism, as well' as 
eing a great encouragement 
for the 


riends of equal opportunities for women 
verywhere. 
It is a great deal to have 


vercomc the conservatism which took 
lelter in the stereotyped pretences that 
'omen were not fitted by nature for this, 
hat and the other s'tudy or occupation or 
ursuit. 
Henceforth, so far as the Uui- 


ersity of Oxford is concerned, all such 
onsiderztinns will be dispensed with, 
nd woman will be free to experiment ou 
lieirown capabilities, and to demonstrate, 
n the only practical way, what they can 
r cannot do. 
No doubt the example of 


)xford 
will prove contagious. 
It is 


uniiliating to reflect how many good 
icople depend more for guidance upon 
;powers and principalities" than upon 
heir own reason. That which was only 
olerated before will become popular now, 
nd the education of women will take a 
lew departure in England. 


The London Times remarks in an ar- 


icle on the new event: "The Reforma- 
ion swept away the nunneries without 
fiord ing women any compensation in 
:olleges, endowed schools, or religious 
bundations. The University of Oxford 
tself, after being founded by nunneries, 
las lived fur ages on their spoil." 
No 


after three centuries the old University 
ardiiy recognizes something of its obli 
nation to women and gives them the 
ight to equal or nearly equal competition 
n the examinations. That they will 
;agerly avail themselves of the opening, 


irton sufficently indicates, and that they 


vill profit permanently by the opportu- 
nity to secure the Hall mark of univer- 
sity education cannot 
be doubted.—

Custom, luxury, and fashion, as affect- 


ng the interior arrangements of dwell- 
ngs, 
have gradually converted house 


rainage into a source of danger which 
oes not properly belong to it as a by- 
ieoic element in a sanitary system. Be- 
ore the art of construction of the purely 
mechanical arrangements which belong to 


ouse drainage was brought to its pres- 
ot state of excellence, and, indeed, be- 
ore the insidious dangers connected with 
t were discovered or understood, the 


shion of placing the openings through 


which house refuse is discharged into the 
ewers within the very innermost recesses 
nd most imwerfectly ventilated parts of 
wellings was introduced as a matter of 
onveuience or so-called luxury. When 


evil consequences of this began to be 


elt, remedies in the form of traps and 
lumbing devices were multiplied, until 
nally, after the inventions of more than 
quarter of a century have been brought 
o bear on tbe subject, we are obliged to 
onfess that the problem is not yet satis- 
actorily solved. While it is true that, 
lirough the progress of the mechanic arts 
nd constant study, stimulated by sad ex- 
erience, there has been during tbe last 
ew years a decided amelioration of evils 
hich for a long time numbered victims 
y thousands, yet no system of construc- 
r patent devices which has been, or 
robably will be, introduced can be pro- 
ounced perfectly and permanently safe, 
o long as the present custom continues 
T placing plumbing conveniences within 
lie walls ot living, and, above all, of 
leeping, rooms. 
Pipes will decay, traps 


ill become unsealed, the water supply 
'ill occasionally be intermitted or sus- 
ended, drains will become foul or leak 
nd when we consider the impractibility 
f a constant 
supervision, especially in 


ented or tenement houses, by competent 
ersons, and the cost of such supervision, 
o reluctantly borne even in case of the 
tost flagrant defects—defects which us- 
ally announce themselves at the out- 
reak of disease, and perhaps by deaths- 
t is impossible not to feel that the sys- 
em, as it is now generally practiced, 
lould be abandoned. 
It is,of course, impracticable to change 
t once the house drainage of dwellings 
Iready built and occupied. 
In 
most 


ases tbe cost so doing would be too great 
or tbe ordinary tenant or householder to 
ear;. and it is well to introduce more 
erfect traps, and every precaution which 
an be devised to render more cfficent, 
'ithout great expense, existing construc- 
ions and arrangements ; but wherever 
roprietors are willing to undergo the ex- 
cuse, and above all in new designs, it ap- 
ears little less than inhuman for archi- 
ects and builders to adhere to a system 
•hich exposes all—especially women and 
hiidren, who are most confined in doors 


—to the deadly and insidious contumina- 
ions of the air of dwellings which arise 
rom the numerous fixtures which have 
irect connections with sewers. 
It is, 


loreover, not always the sewer pases that 
lo the most harm, but the poisons which 
re generated in the plumbing pipes and 
louse drains themselves, and which arise 
rom the very use of the conveniences in 
he first instance. 
There is a remedy so 


imple, especially in all new designs, that 
t is almost inconceivable that it has not 
already become universal, viz., to confine 
he 
closets, bath 
rooms, 
lavatories, 


nd all other so called conveniences 
within an annex, or within impervious 


alls at the rear of dwellings, reaching 
'rom the cellar to the roof. 


Such inclosed space may be warmed 
nd ventilated more thoroughly and easily 
than any other part of a dwelling. 
Any 


eakage would not affect the air of the 
dwelling, while the total cost of the 
>lumbip.g would be greatly reduced. 


This system lias frequently been sug- 


;ested during the last few years, and its 
reat advantages were forcibly presented 
recently by Dr. Hamilton, of this city.— 
Harper's Magazine for April.

iness from the manufacture of cotton add 
and woollens to worsteds. It is said tbat 
there \* iijoro money in the latter busioCsr 
and tbe manufacturers can alwaysse"^ 
a market for tbeir products. 
The 


Priestlys, of Bradford, England, are t 
to be the gn atest worsted man' ifacturers 
in the world. Two years agr^ members 
of that family came here ar d established 
factories—one on North Second street 
and the othw in Camdf.n. Since then 
manufacture's have been 
sending to 


England for machinery and gradually 
converting their check and gingham mills 
into those for the making of 
worsted. 


The Kenwortbys,of Manayun'k,Sevill Scbo- 
field, and others, have latterly entered 
into the business. 
Samuel Ilutchinson 


has taken the Keeley mill, near the Wiss- 
ahickon, on Kidge avenue, and will start 
a worsted mill there. 
A gentleman who 


is well posted on the subject stated 
recently that nearly all the factories in 
this locality were about entering into the 
worsted business, aod that the character 
of Philadelphia's business would soon be 
changed. 
One firm last year used 100,000 


pounds of material. 
The value of the 


worsted product in this city is about 
twenty millions of dollars per year, and 
the capital invested is about two-thirds 
of that amount. At present this city is 
the greatest worsted centre in tbe United 
States and in a few years, with thu pros- 
pective increase, it is expected that 
1'hiladulphia will rival any city iu the 
world. Larpe numbers of the employes 
from the mills in Bradford have been 
brought here, and they are engaged in 
instructing persons in the manufacture 
of worsteds f ir suitings, fine carpets and 
knit goods. It is claimed that this new 
departure will insure to the benefit of the 
employes, 
a> the 
wages 
of worsted 


weavers and spinners are from 15 to 20 
per cent, higher than those paid to check

the gulf of California. There is an ex- 
tensive ore smelter at Benson, which most 
of the passengers visited.

south are extensive gold and silver mines 
that are being worked with profit.

175 
miles further east nnd Doming is reached. 
There is the eastern terminus of the

Jtisiness houses, scattered as they are, 
lere and there, as if the owners had cast 
up marbles over the town site, and built 
where they fell. The buildings are'chiefly 
jut up, as if the proprietors were uncer- 
tain of the durability of the town, situated 
here On the sage covered plains. The 
railroad companies have good buildings ; 
all but the Pullman passengers have to 
change cars nt that place. Fifty miles 
and we reach Kincon, from whence one 
has to change and go due south 77 miles 
to El Paso, on the Rio Grande River. 
Just across the river is Paso Del Norte, 
in Mexico, and the northern terminus of 
the Mexican Central Railroad. 
By the 


time one takes a hurried walk through 
the principal streets of the town, he be- 
coirres thoroughly impressed with the 
idea that be is in Mexico, surrounded 
with Mexican people, who have manners 
and customs, so different, in many re- 
spects, one cannot help seeing the great 
contrast between the people here and in 
the United States 
It is true, there is a 


considerable sprinkle of United States 
people here aiid there, but not enough to 
give an appearance of things common to 
a town run by United States laws and 
customs. From the Rio Grande the road 
runs due south through the level plain, 
dry and sandy, to the west at, a distance, 
hills and mountains may he seen, which 
border on the Santa Maria and Rio Casa 
Grandes Rivers. Those streams run due 
north, and empty into lakes, which seem 
to have no outlets, doubtless the waters 
pass beneath the surface, and eventually 
find their way into the bed of the Rio 
Grande.

tbe aurora borealis appears very high 
above the earth's surface, the estimates 
of its minimum height which have been 
made being stated to average hardly less 
than 125 miles. In tbe Arctic 'regions, 
however, the aurora is often very much 
lower. A member of the Danish Circum- 
polar Station, which was maintained at 
Godtbaab, ip Greenland, during the win- 
ter of 1882-3, reports that bis "party «e»- 
ersl times saw aurora below ih§ clouds, 
and even so low and so near that the tops 
of the low mountains five or six miles 
away were teen above and far beyond 
them. 
Other observers have given ac- 


counts of aurora which seemed to bo not 
more than a few yards above sea level. 
Prof. Strcenstrup, an eminent zoologist, 
'even asserts that, while walking in Ice- 
land iu 1840, he and two companions wsw 
auroral 
streamers 
appearing 
between 


themselves, and this occurred several 
times during the walk, although the de- 
destrians kept only about a yard apart. 


A piece- of phosphorescent limestone 


from Utah was recently exhibited to. the 
Philadelphia Academyof Natural Sciences 
by Prof. H. C. Lewis. 
It emitted a 


lurid red ligh,t when struck, scratched or 
heated. On seeking other specimens of 
limestone having such properties it was 
found that .some from India gave a strong 
yellow glow \vlien heated, but, yielded no 
such, effeqti when scratched or struck. 
Those two limestones have tbe same ex- 
terml characters, which are different 
from those of other limestones—a fact 
which is of great interest, as it confirms 
Becqucrel's view that phosphorescence 
depends upon physical rather than chem- 
ical conditions. 


Prof. N. Joly, of the Faculty of 


Sciences, 
at 
Toulouse, France, thus 


briefly sums up his conclusions concern- 
ing the original homes of domestic ani- 
mals: "The Eastern origin of certain 
species now domesticated among us is 
open to no manner of doubt.

The reasons given by a writer in the 


April Atlantic for supposing thnt the 
crimson "sunsets observed last fall resulted 
from the Japanese volcanic convulsions 
are that they were first observed at Rod- 
riguez, Mauretius and Seychelles, points 
about three thousand five hundred miles 
west, within thirty-six hours after the 
event, 'and later at other points east and 
west at distances and localities which ap- 
pear to harmonize with the time required 
for thft volcanic dust to travel.

that in 1788, after an unusual eruption 
after an unusual eruption of Skapti Jokul, 
it is recorded that the English skies put 
on a fiery aspect similar 'to that which 
set the world to'wondering last autumn. 


To the intimations that the atmospheric 


matter reflecting the afterglows must 
have been at a great height, above the 
cloud region—as shown by the lateness 
and long continuance of the light—and 
that it must havfe taken an enormous 
power to force such matter to such height, 
it is answered that as volcanic masses of 
considerable size have been known to fall 
four or five miles'awray from tHe crater 
that emitted them, there is little difficulty 
in supposing that there was force enough 
in the Javanese convulsion to account for 
the necessary distance chimed. 


It is still further held th-t such vast 


clouds of fine, misty matter lifted so and 
carried by the prevailing currents of air 
would account for the repetition and long 
continuance of the light. The finer the 
particles of matter in the skies the slower 
their fall.' And as it is certain that the 
volcanic vapor ctast sent up to sgch heights 
by the eruption in question would linger 
long in 'the upper air and would naturally 
reflect the light as seen, science is settling 
to this theory as the one that explains the 
phenomena."

This you are 


aware the State is continually doing with 
regard to other things tliuu the sale of 
spirituous liquors. You may not, for in- 
stance, establish and prosecute any busi- 
ness 01 occupation, not even for supplying 
the ordinary necessaries i/f life, if by so 
doing i nuisance is created which afl'ects 
our neighbor in health and comfort; but 
here observe the inconsistency of the 
State: if you erect a hotel or saloon and 
are able to pny the license fee required, 
you ID iv carry on the business near his 
residence, which shall make it uncomfort- 
able as a home, and f-prcad around it in- 
fluences which will corrupt his sons and 
neighbors, and yet you are sustained by 
the strung aim of the law.

WESIEBH FARMERS AND THE TAR- 


IFF. 


Mr. Mori ill, of Wahpoton, Dakota, at- 


tempts to explain what he terms "the 
roving elm i ic tor of the pioneer farmers 
of the West," and does so in a manner 
not fluttering to them. They take more 
land than Ijiey can afford to hold, run in 
to debt for implements and improvements, 
borrow money at high rates and fail to 
pay the int< rest, get ousted by foreclos- 
ure or virtually forced sale, and then 
move on t» repeat the proceeding else- 
where. 
Tins unhappy state of things Mr. 


Morrill alt ibutcs largely to the protec- 
tive tariff, which, he supposes, compels 
five sixths of the population to exchange 
products «ith one sixth, and deprives the 
farmer of foreign markets for his pro- 
ducts. 
B'it the facts nre not as Mr. 


Morrill states them, and he attributes the 
non-existent facts to an entirely unrea- 
sonable re ison 


It it not thi fact that all, or any large 


proportion, of the farmers of the West 
are the slnftlcss, debt-laden, incapable 
failures 
that 
Mr. Morrill describes. 


Surely he does them injustice. 
Where 


there is ont who contrives to get swamped 
v, ith debts ind mortgages by Sorrowing 
more than lie can pay, there are many 
who wisely take no more land than they 
can afford to take, build no more houses 
and buy no more implements than they 
can pny for, know what they are doing 
when they locate, and prove it by the 
thrifty homes and productive farms with 
which the West is covered. There are 
shiftless exceptions, in farming as in 
every other occupation, lint the tariff 
docs not m ike them unwise in locating, 
or rash in liuying, or shiftless in manage- 
ment. 


It is not a fact that a largo proportion 


of the Western farms are mortgaged, or 
that the proportion is greater than it was 
tenor tndvo years ago. On the con- 
trarv, the tecordsof Western mortgage 
loan companies, or of insurance compa- 
nies which do such business, or of the 
mortgages < ffectod and released in almost 
any part ol the West, will prove that the 
Uurden of debt borne by the farmers of 
the West li is been greatly decreased and 
the numbu of those who seek loans has 
remarkably diminished. 


It is not the fact that "five sixths of 


our population" are employed iu farming. 
There wen 17,392,099 persons engaged 
in all gaisiTtil occupations in 1880, ac- 
cording to the census, and of these 
7,070,403 were engaged in agriculture- 
only 44 pet cent—so that every person so 
engaged now has more than one othci 
person in this country with whom to ex- 
change the products of his labor. 
The 


proportion of farmers was larger in 1870, 
and still larger in 1860, but it has never 
been five sixths since official data began 
to exist. 


This important increase in the number 


of persons in this country who must con- 
sume farm products, and with whom the 
farmer can exchange his products, is 
held by frii nds of protection to be the 
natural result of that system, it has 
been most marked since 1860, during the 
operation nt protective tariffs 
The be- 


nighted ami miserably blundering notion 
that such 11 riffs prevent imports, or shut 
out the farmer from foreign markets, is 
best refuted by a few official figures. 
In 


18GO, the lust year before the protective 
tariff was enacted, with 81,000,000 peo- 
ple, we imported goods worth $353,616,- 
119—not quite $7 per capita 
In 1880, 


with 50,000,000 people, we imported 
goods «ortl, $667,954,746, or over $13 
per capita. 
In 1860 we exported of do- 


mestic 
products (exclusive of specie 


$316,^242,4^3, or about $10 for each 
person. In 1880 we exported $823,946,- 
353, or about $16 for each person. Mr. 
Morrill wou'd do well to inform himself 
as the history of his country. 
Fie might 


then perceive that the creation of a home 
market has been of incalculable benefit 
to tlie farnu rs.—N. Y. Tribune.
